Some hold it not to be meant of the 
Humanitic tChryt, but tor a word of ſeparatioa of the 
God ot the /owes from the (3ods of the Grnrides, 

To remoove ſuch abſurditie, the holy Ghoſt in Aſark, 
12.29. (when there was no difference betweene the /ew 
and the Gemtule,) repeateth the very words of Moſa,Dent. 
6.4. 
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6.4. The Lord, owr Got, The Lord, us one: Thiiſe nanung 
God,as commaunding vs thereby to vnderſtand Father, 
Sorne, and Holy (þirce, For this 1s alwaycs to be obſerued 5

The Triniwe is heere deſcribed to be one vnited God- 
head, diſtinguiſhable in perſons, but vadeuidable in co- 
etcrnitie: one in three, and three in one. GOD, who Cre« 
ated, Redeemed, and San&tificd all. One onely wiſe Gad, 
who was fbewed in the Fleſh, was inſtified m the Sparit, was 
ſeene among Angeli, was preached tothe Gentiles, was beleened 
enin the World, > receued vp into Glorie, 1,Timeo. 3.16, Which 
to know, 15 the firſt and cluefeſt poynt of all ſalvation, as 
Jobs 17, 3. This is eternal life to brow the Fathey, and him whom 
be hath ſent, Teſs Chriſt : Which muſt be obteined by the 
truc vnderſtanding of the Bible, as John 5. 39. Search the 
Scriptures and in them ye ſoall find eternal fe. Some will (ay, 
it is enough to know Chriſt crucified, Pilate, Herod, and 
Indas the traytor, knew that yet went to eternall de, 
ſtu&ion. Wherefore (aluation conliſteth not in out- 
ward knowledge, but inrenewing the ſpirit of our vn- 
derſtanding z which tandeth firlt in the knowledge and 
feare of God; then in the knowing of our ſelves : which 
arethe firſt two ſteps to ſaluation . For true Knowledge 
1s the mother of Godlinefle: and as the F ve is the light of 
the Body, ſo is Vnderſtanding the light of the Minde. 
T his a man having truly learned, he is to meditate of the 
graces of Chr, oftered vato vs by hus Word.

of God; who worketh cuery thing according to the 
counſell of his owne will,& not according to our reaſon, 
Then ſome will ſay, if God decreeth eucry thing, why 
puniſheth he any thing? Itis anſwered, that puni 
commeth from God, by the iuſt deſert of the rancor of 
mans minde. Eledtion, of his free grace, which he beſts- 
weth ypon wh6 he will; as he ik Rom. 9.1 5. [will have 
mercie on whom [will hane mercie, Therefore the firſt thing 
we ought te know, is our Flettion: The laſt,is true Holmez,

Man hneth 
not by bread enely, but by every word which preceedeth out ofthe 
mouth of God. T he deſpiſcrs of religion contmuc in dark- 
neſſe, and bght to them 184 death : as 1. [ol 2.9. He that 
farth bee us im light, and hateth bus brother, us in darkueſſe, and 
wHeth im darkne (ſe, and noweth not whther he porth 1, becauſe 
the darkneſſe barb Ended bir ever, 1. lob 5.11, But God bath 
grnew 34. cerndll Life, and that bife 11m bis Sorne 1 who /ad 
downe bs [fe for bus Sheepe, John 10.15 Wherefore while wee 
bane obs let 41 walke + belrewe im the light, that we may be the 
chuldrom of the Light. Lohn 12.36. "1 
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T be firff Adam wat maie The ſecond was made 
of the Earth gartbly. oc. 3 4 ſoule giuing life, hc. 


H Fre, before the c iſon betweene Adamand Chr, 
we are to conlider the Creation, wherein we are to vn- 
derſtand the Creation of the Heaven, Earth, and Sca, & all 
the hoaſf of them, which doe conſiſt of Wightes viſible 
and inwſible : Inwifible, as Angels : Viſible, as Sunne, 
Moone & Starres, Fiſhes, Fowles, Plants, Hearbs, Graſle, 
Beaſtes, and ſuch like, which God created before he crea- 
ted e Adam, by Chriſt for Adams ſake; becauſe he purpoſed 
not torake the nature of Angels, or of any other crea- 
ture, but of «Adam; and therkominhede knowne in his 
wer and loving kindneſle to «Adaw by his workes. 
or he fore-purpoling to make Adam both King and Fa- 
ther of all the Earth, would not haue his wittes entangled 
with cares for this life, but to haue his affections ſerled on 
heauenly things, that he mught continue holy and blame- 
leſle before kim: as Mat. 4.25. Takeo care what, you ſhail 
eave, or what you ſhall drmke 1 nor yet for your body, what ray 
mnt you (ball put on. Achold the Fowler neuher /ow nor rrape and 
your heauenty Father feedeth themw. Are yee not much better then 
they ? How much mere then ſoall he doe the ſame for you? For he 
tnoweth yee hane need of all theſe thinger, But firſt ſeeks the 
K mgdome of God, and hus righteonſneſſe, Math 6.33. For no 
mans life ſtandethin the aboundance of thinges which he 
pollclleth.

Ee was made the fixt day (as it is gathered in Septem- 
ber) of the duſt of the carth vpon Mount CAloriah y 
Which 14 a Movuntaine adioyning to the gates of the Gar- 


den of Eden; unto which Garden hee was put to drelle it,

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about ſixe of the clocke in the morning, as we account, 
when men commonly goe to labour, as thonld appeare 
by the Pd. 104.2 3. where it is ſaid, Adam gorth foorth mthe 
morning ts bis {bour, This is not particularly mcant of 
eAdon,but generally of all men; no doubt alluding tothe 
tnneof Alon creation, Hee had dominion given him 
oucr all chings,and witte like to an Angell to giue names 
to all Beaſtes, & free libertie to cate of all theTrees in the 
Garden, The Tree of knowledge of good, axed ill, onely excep- 
ted. As if God ſhould have faid vnto him, (as Aſo after- 
wardes ſayd to the Children of [r-ael.) / ſet heere beſore you 
life and death, ecte of the one and les, and cate of thr other, and 
de eternally, Yet could not he be content with thus plot 
04s cſtare, but did cate of the forbidden Fruite(by the 
perſwaſion of the Woman which God framed out of 
Adams Ribbe, and ioyned to himto be an helpe for him) 
before they had continued in Paradice one day, (as it is 
written Pſal.49.20. «Alam bemmg im bonowr, continucth not 4 
mehr, but u like to the Beaſtes that peraſh, ) whach Woman 
was deceived by the ſubtlne of a Serprur 4 that is, of the 
Demll (peaking in a Serpent x which Beaſt was fitteſt to 
polleſle to the deceruing of her, becauſe he excelled all 
other Beaſtes in the Field in witte. For if an Aſſc bad fayd 
ſo much to her as did the $ , it is very likely thee 
would haue examined the udfnten : But hee hauing 
once becn an Angell oflight,but not keeping his firſt on 
inall, being throwne downe from Heaven, continuing 
bis knowledge,thongh he loſt his vertue, was not to ſeeke 
either for mcanes, matter, or oportunitic, enuying their 
eſtates, to bring his murtherous purpoſe to paſle, (forſo 
15 he called the Serpent, the old Deaill, or Satan, who was 
a Martberer from the begunery, ) but knowing the prohibi- 
tion,commeth to the Woman, ſaying : Ter, harh God ford, 
ye ſorll not cate of Tree i the Garden? To whom the 
Womay bn bring : Wee may eate ſrecly of the June 
C 
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ofthe Trees of the Garden, but as for the Tree in the middeſt of 
the Garden, God hath ſayd, Tre ſrall not eate of it, nor tonch it, 
leaſt happily you ve. Out of which ſpeaches, the Srrpent(be- 
mg aRamping and a roaring Lyon, going about ſceking 
how he right deuoure her,) quickly ſucketh aduantage, 
hnding her to have digrefſed from the wordes of the 
Commandement, adding thereto a tricke of his owne 
head, fayth tothe Woman : Tee ſhall not die at. all; but, 
forall be a4 Gods nowng good and exxll. In that hee ſarth, Gode, 
hee meaneth not the true God, (for whatſocuer hee ſpea- 
keth,is to be taken in the worſt meaning that can be made 
efit,) but he meaneth, you ſhall be in the ſtate of Damna- 
tion as Dems, which arecalled Pronees, Gods of the World: 
And likely enough that hee touched the Fruite, becauſe 
ſhee added to the commandement, the word rowch.

By reaſon of which finne, Adam and Exe ſeeing their 
owne nakedneſle, ſowed figge-tree leaues together, and 
hidde themſ{clues from the preſence of God, among the 
Trees of the garden, their ſoules beeing then in the (tate 
of Damnation, witha light ſhining in darknefſle, but their 
Darkneſſe not comprehending the ſame, ſhewing thereby 
the weakneſle of their nature,and of their poſteritie, God 
but a little leauing them to their ſelues, that when th 
had ſinned, they had rather hide themſelues in Dorlveſſe, 
and ſceke to ſtockes and trees that haue no helpe in them, 
than to God that made them. But Pawid afterwards being 
clothed with the ſpirit of wiſcedome and vnderſtanding, 


acknowledgeth the power of God to ouer-reach the 
compalle 
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compalle Of Mans Verne Hnagiuiation, wich Ic lay th ; 
Wiuhber foall I flor from thy preſence? If I take the wares 
s/ the Afornang, ond flue to the etrermmeſt partes of the World, 
thew art there, If I clumbe wy to Heanen, then art there, 
If 1 goe downe to Hell, then art there aljo, For God who 
mace the eye, ſhall not he ce all the dwellers vpon the 
earth? who hath weighed all men in a ballance, numbring 
the dayes & veric haires of the head, diuiding to evenic 
one their double portion according to the fore-purpoſe 
of his eletion, being arighteous ludge, ſparing notthe 
ſon of Adam, though he were a King and the (tarclieſt 
King that ever ſhould be, but calleth bum to accountia 
the coole of the ſame day wherein he was created and fell, 
puniſheth him, though not according to the deſert of his 
tranſgreſ410n, hike a mercifull Iudge that would ſauc,& as 
a Father that pittieth his owne child, knowing wherofhe 
was made, and that he was but duſt, Cayth toe Liew, What 
haſt thou done? and leauing him to conſider of his finne, 
goeth to the womanan like tendernefle, ſaying , Wau 
haſt thow done?as it he ſhould haue ſaid,Oh daughter, have [ 
made the heauens & the hoaſt therof;that 1s, Angels, Sun, 
Moone,and Starres, &c. to be thy ſeruaaty; and the earth, 
and all that therein 15,to be obedient to thy call, breathing 
into thy noſtrils life, whereby thou becameſt a lun 
ſoule in the image of God; that is, in righteouſneſle 
true holynefle to bea temple, and a Tabernacle for the 
holy of the holyeſt to dwell in; and haſt thou defiled the 
ſ.me with fond luſts, regarding the wordes of the Serpent 
the F athey of lyes, notreſpecting my power and my ſcuc- 
ritie,that as I made thy body and (oule,ſo 1 could deſtroy 
the ſame; whereby thou haſt purchaſed the execution of 
my law eſtabliſhed at thy creation, to thee and thy hus- 
band: what haſt thou done? But God hauingexamined 
the matters, and finding them both guilae, and the malice 
of the Spent to bee the caulc of their guiltneſle, _ 
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flayerth wdgement, nor vouchſafeth onceto- reafon the 
matters with him, but prefcatly curſeth him, and puraſh- 
eth Adew. and the w oman,and curſeth for their ſakes the 
earth, plants, and whole courſe of nature, and made them 
of obedient ſeruants, rebellious enemies to Adam, and his 
poſteritie, And becauſe Adam was not decerued, but the 
woman became ints the tranſgreſsion, he maketh her 
will ſubiet co the defire of her husband, increafing her 
forrowes &her conceptions. Þ bus he chaſhſeth them, but 
meth them not over, but pronounceth to the woman a 
t, but a pithy ſentence, That the ſeede of the woman ſnould 
lreaky the head of the Soypent. T hiatis to lay, | will cauſe one 
to be borne of the Womans [eede, which ſhall ſubdue the 
Dwell, and the Dwell (hall doe his endeavour totrip vp 
has heeles, by tempring him, 

The particulers wherot, Adam neglefted not to exa* 
mine : and the Woman likewiſe vnderſtanding from 
hence, duly marking aud imbracing the ſame, thatGod 
had a purpoſe to fave her, gathereth trom theſe wordes, 
matter enough to ſave her, and all the world afterher, 
whuch receiue like comfort of the ſame Promiſe : For ſhe 

hily vnderſtood that this Seede mult needs be Chrif, 
who mult come and take Adawr nature vpon him, who 
ſhould be ſubiet to death, that hee night owercome hum 
that had power of death: For ſhe knew and ſo did Adars, 
that if ever wan, being but anely man, wight worke has 
owneredempuos, himiclfe was ikelieft to have done it, 
becauſe he was the chicfeſt of all the men that ever ſhould 
be in the world, But Adam becing the goodlicll man, and 
not able to doe it hiew (elfe, hee knew ut muſt needs be 
God, who mult appeare in the ſunilitude of Adamy na- 
ture, and ſuffer death, that hee might rife againe to fit at 
the right hand of his Father, to make witerceſtion for 
the Sounes of «Adam: T hey both, the Man and the Wo+ 
man, cmbracing this, —_— of God; and 
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eAdamcalled his Wrucs name Exh that, Liftz to ſhew, 
that whoſocuer belecucd as ſhe bcierurd, hould bepar, 
takers of cternall hife : as It 14 written Rom, to. 9 
cenſeſſerh wich hug month and bel rect 1, br ore, that I, 
Chriſt 14 the Sore of the lint God fore fil be rurd. 

But Adam and Ench were driven out of Paradiſe, and 
Cherubines where ſet to keepe the way of the Treeof 
hife : and they were cloathed with Skinnes, asit ſhould 
appeare with the Skinnes of Beaſtes, ( to ſhew their 
beaſthneflce) which God for them had flaine, to offer for 
ſacrifice, to teach them the vic thereo?, For no doubt 
God would notdeſtroy the beaſtes to have them ſpoy+« 
led, fecing that Adaw was not ts cate any. And ny 
that K ane & Abel offered ſacrifices, as being taught from 
Adam : whoſe ſacrifices were of two fortes. Abe! offered 
(as appeareth)in ſincerinie of religion. The othgr for out. 
ward ceremonie voyd of true rel1g10n, Wherefore to Abel 
and lus offering God had &, butto Kan and his 
offering bee had no regard. Wherefore X axe, being pol- 
ſeiled with the Poyſon of the Sorpexe, enuied Abal, becauſe 
his workes were good and his owne cuilly and killed 
him and being asked of God why hee had flame his bro- 
ther, in ſtcede of asking pardon of God, hee ſaid, that 
bus fant was greater then that Gods wnercie could «, 
Againſt whom, Sante Auguſtine cryeth vehemently, that 
by how much leffe the mercie of God could be 
to the tault of X une, ſeeing that to forgine, 13 a thing pro» 
per to God ; and to revenge and punith,1s farre eſtranged 
trom 13 nature : by ſo much more great was the offence 
of K anem the wordes he (aid, then 1n the murther he didy 
ſcemg that by the (troke of the Sword, hoe rooke away 
but the life of bus Brother z but by the blaſpheaue of hu 
tonguc,he gave death ro his owne ſoule. To kill his Bro- 
ther, was evill done z but todi{paire in Gods mercie, was 
—— w__ 
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God to clleeme him without mercie, then in any other 
finne we commit againſt Man. For which, God curſeth 
hins g1uing him a marke of a guiltie Conſcience, alwayes 
accufing him of ſinne againſt God, and inhumanitie a= 
gainit Natvre, Wherevpon he goeth vp & downe wan- 
dring as one finding no reſt or peace, like an excommu* 
nicate perſon, from the place of true Religion, into the 
land ot Ned, which figniherth, F ugittue, 

This X ame was the eldeſt Sonne of Adam, whom hee 
named Peflcfion, for ſo doth Kane fignificy as if he had 
gained a goodly Poſlcfiion, But ſering what might be 
the comfort of ſuch Polleſsion, he calleth his other hes 
«Alel, that 1s, Qlanitiez to ſhew, that if a man have never 
ſolarge Kingdomes or Poſlefsions, or be never ſonobly 
borne,as K ame was, (except the Sonneof God)it is all but 
Uanitie, and wexann of munde. It is not tobe vnderſtood 
that Adaw had now no more Children but Kaineand 
eAbcl, for doubtleſle Adam had inany more Children, as 
may appeare by K aner Storie : For it 1s layd, that Kaine 

mo the Loed of Nod, and brew bu Wife, which muſt 
needes be Adams Daughter, and married before the mur- 
der : for we are not to thinke that Adam would afterward 
have beſtowed his Daughter ypon a Reprobate.. The 
holy Ghoft nameth onely three of Adams Sonnes, Kane, 
Abel, and $:th, to make a proportionable number an» 
ſwerable to the number of the letters of the wordes of the 
Holy tongue, or the tongue of Adan : For vpon three 
letters, doth every word mw that tongue conhilt.

der at the wiſedome of God laydedowne (o ſhortly, and 
plainly.Before the Flood he taught nothing but the Gof- 
pell, adding to the dodtrine thereof, XK ama Murther, and 
Lamecher Adulterie. And after the Flood, we haue not ten 
notable Fathers as before: For 7-y«b the father of eAbra- 
bam tell away and worth firange Gods. And ſure» 
ly,as the Sunue, Moone, and Starres, are glorious and ex- 
cellent for the diſhnguiſhing of rimes : fo are the Num- 
bers of the ages of the Fathers. And through the Scrip- 
ture for the clearenes ofthe Word, Times are gencrall, or 
perrticular : Generall from Adam to the Flood, and from 
thence to Abraham promile from thence tothe comming, 
out of Fgypr, then to the building of Salomon: T. mplr, then 
to the burning thereof by the Bab1/omanc, and then to the 
end of the Captivitie, and from thence to the death of 
Chrif. Theſe are the ſurrme of all the Times : the proote 
of theſe,1s ſcattered through the Scriptures.

Thatit is the Kinges pleaſure, or, that it ſatisfies their 
Humors, 

To returne, wee may geſlethat /ſaxcke was five yeares 
eld when J/mae! mocked him : for otherwiſe /ſaacke covld 
nothaue perceived it , J/macl; flouting might be after 
this forty Is tais hee that ſhall have the Promuſe, in whom 
the Nations ſhall be bleſſed? a goodly one, | warrant you:
